Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

UNEMPLOYMENT  . 

During  the  year  under  review,  and  into  1971 , local  unemployment,  like 
national  unemployment,  continued  to  rise  slowly  and,  seemingly,  inexorably, 
though  with  fluctuations  up  and  down. 

No  one  who  has  worked  among  unemployed  persons  and  their  families,  as 
I did  in  the  South  Wales  coalfield  and  in  a manufacturing  town  in  the  North, 
in  the  years  before  the  War,  could  fail  to  be  deeply  disturbed  at  this  (to 
me)  surprising  development  in  our  British  economy,  I say  "surprising" 
because,  only  a mere  four  or  five  years  ago,  the  huge  number  of  vacant  jobs 
in  the  South  East  and  in  parts  of  the  Midlands  was  advanced  in  justification 
of  admitting  to  Britain,  for  permanent  residence,  a million  or  two  of 
workers  and  their  families  from  countries  overseas. 

Prolonged  unemployment,  particularly  in  the  young  and  the  middle-aged, 

is  well  recognised  as  having  deleterious  effects  on  physical  fitness  and  on 

mental  alertness  and  receptivity.  It  can  give  rise  to  a form  of  mental 

depression  (that  my  colleagues  and  I used  to  refer  to  as  neurasthenia  or 

nervous  debility)  which  is  associated  (among  other  things)  with  feelings 

of  inadequacy  and,  even,  of  uselessness.  It  provokes  social  stress  by 

making  the  unemployed  man  over-sensitive  towards,  and  envious  of,  his 

fortunate  employed  friends  and  relatives,  thus  erecting  a barrier  between 
him  and  them. 

It  can  disturb  the  emotional  life  of  the  unfortunate  individual, 
especially  if  he  has  difficulty  (as  many  seemed  to  have)  in  adjusting  to 

a daily  routine  involving  prolonged,  enforced,  and  in  so  far  as  he  can  see, 
unending  idleness. 

■*  * 

Domestic  strain,  to  a greater  or  less  degree,  almost  inevitably 
arises:  the  older  the  unemployed  person,  and  the  longer  the  period  out  of 
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work,  the  greater  the  likelihood  of  disharmony  in  the  home  and  among 
members  of  the  family. 

Unemployment  is,  therefore,  of  serious  concern  to  all  of  us,  and, 
especially,  to  persons  who  work  in  the  sphere  of  community  health:  the 
more  so  because  of  our  almost  complete  inability  to  help. 

Because  we,  as  a City  Council,  probably  cannot  create  suitable  jobs 
in  sufficient  numbers  to  reduce,  to  any  material  extent,  the  problem  of 
local  unemployment,  I have  been  wondering  whether  or  not  it  would  be 
practicable  for  us  to  organise  a variety  of  activities  to  promote  and 
maintain  the  physical  fitness  and  mental  health  of  our  long  term-unemployed. 
These  activities,  though  unpaid,  and  not  normally  regarded  as  recreational, 
could  be  useful  and  valuable  to  the  community  by  beautifying  and  improving 
the  City,  while  benefitting  the  unemployed. 

Some  unemployed  persons  are  well  able  to  keep  themselves  occupied  and 
reasonably  fit  while  waiting  for  the  present  industrial  recession  to  fade, 
but  there  are  bound  to  be  others,  both  teenagers  and  adults,  who  need  help 
to  relieve  the  boredom  of  having  too  much  time  on  their  hands  for  weeks  or 
months  on  end. 

A first  step  would,  perhaps,  be  the  formation  of  a small  ad  hoc  committee 
to  look  into  the  extent  of  the  problem,  and  to  consider  the  broad  legal  and 
financial  implications  of  any  scheme  proposed.  If  it  was  decided  that  there 
were  good  grounds  for  proceeding  further,  the  secondment  of,  possibly,  two 
members  of  the  Town  Hall  staff  to  assist  the  Committee,  (one  a good  general 
organiser;  the  other  for  clerical  and  administrative  duties)  would  follow* 

There  would,  obviously,  in  the  early  stages,  be  quite  a lot  of  admin- 
istration and  planning  work,  such  as  making  enquiries  among  persons 
unemployed,  conferring  with  interested  bodies  such  as  the  several  Departments 
connected  with  Employment,  Social  Security,  Social  Services  as  well  as  with 
Town  Hall  Departments,  on  questions  connected  with  projects.,  facilities, 
payment  of  unavoidable  administration  costs,  the  provision  of  incentives, 
such  as  gift  vouchers  of  substantial  value,  to  encourage  the  unemployed  to 
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participate  in  unpaid  but  useful  activities,  and  so  on. 


I must  make  clear,  though  it  should  be  virtually  unnecessary,  that 

♦ 

I take  no  sides  politically;  and  that  my  interest  in,  and  my  approach  to, 
the  problem  of  large  scale,  and  possibly  prolonged  unemployment,  is  purely 
from  the  standpoint  of  community  health  in  its  broadest  aspects* 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  of  epidemic  proportions 
during  the  year,  though  the  incidence  of  Measles  was  substantially  higher 
than  in  1969.  Cases  of  dysentery  and  of  salmonella  infection  were 
sporadic  only,  and  were  very  few.  in  number  (seven  in  1970) , considering 
the  huge  number  of  canteen  meals,  of  meals  served  in  hotels,  restaurants, 
and  cafes,  and  the  increasing  popularity  of  pre-cooked  foods.  It  is 
possible  that  more  cases  occur  than  are  notified  or  reported  to  us,  but 
they  cannot  be  numerous  or  we  would  have  learned  of,  at  least,  some  of 
them. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

Still  Births,  of  which  there  were  16  (9  more  than  in  1969)  are,  in 
the  main,  due  to  congenital  malformations,  ill  health  of  the  mother,  and 
injuries  at  birth.  On  this  occasion,  our  incidence  is  well  above  that  of 
England  and  Wales.  The  Stil.1  Birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  was

Deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  year  of  life  totalled  8:  all  of 
them  dying  in  the  first  week  after  birth.  This  gives  us  an  Infant 
Mortality  rate  of  10  per  1,000  live  births;  significantly  less  than  the 
18  for  England  and  Wales.  These  infant  deaths  result  from  congenital 
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abnormalities.,  prematurity,  and  birth  injuries  in  the  early  months;  and 
from  respiratory  infections  and  accidents  in  the  later# 

The  most  significant  feature  of  the  causes  of  death  at  all  ages  is* 
perhaps , the  mortality  from  all  forms  of  malignant  disease.  There  were 
94  instances*  nearly  one  fifth  of  all  deaths  during  1970.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  caused  21  of  them;  the  sane  number  as  in  1969#  Seven 
of  the  21  were  women.  Because  these  deaths  are  largely,  though  not 
wholly,  due  to  tobacco  smoke,  they  are,  to  a substantial  extent,  entirely 
nrevent  able « 

X 

Another  cause  of  death  that  is  taking  an  increasing  toll  of  human 
life  is  that  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Even  in  our  quite  small 
City,  with  its  comparatively  good  road  system,  there  were  ten  deaths; 
three  more  than  in  1969.  Every  thing  possible,  or  rather  practicable, 
seems  to  be  being  done  to  reduce  the  incidence. 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY 

Even  though  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  carry  the  responsibility 
for  providing  a pure  and  wholesome  water  for  our  citizens,  the  Public 
Health  Department  conducts,  as  a routine;  independent  sampling  at  consumers' 
dwellings.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  provide  the  Water  Board  with  copies 
of  the  results  of  our  samples;  and  this  Department  receives  copies  of  the 
reports  on  the  Board's  samples.  This  co-operation  between  us  is  of  value 
to  consumers,  as  well  as  to  the  Board  and  the  local  authority. 

During  1970  a total  of  1 55  samples  was  taken  by  the  staff  of  this 
department.  The  results  show  that  a consistently  high  level  of  bacter- 
iological purity  is  attained  by  the  Board  even  though  the  treatment  works 
require  extensive  modernisation.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  City 
Council,  who  were  the  owners  of  the  Works  until  the  inception  of  the  Water 
Board  about  eleven  years  ago,  had  a comprehensive  scheme  for  this  modernisa- 
tion, that  would,  I am  sure,  have  been  carried  out  long  ago,  had  the  City 
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Council  remained  in  control.  During  the  years  that  have  passed  the  Water 
Board  has  had  so  many  urgent  claims  on  its  services , and  so  many  pressing 
demands  for  water  from  all  over  the  county  that  the  improvement  scheme 
for  the  Hereford  works  had,  of  necessity,  to  be  deferred.  There  is 
reasonable  expectation  that  it  will  be  commenced  in  1972. 

The  chemical  content  of  our  river  water  does  not  change  much  from 
year  to  year.  There  are  no  harmful  constituents,  but  the  fluoride  content, 
at  a level  of  about  0.01  parts  per  million,  is  well  below  what  is  necessary 
for  the  healthy  development  of  childrens  teeth.  The  County  Council, 'as 
Local  Health  Authority,  have  given  approval  to  increasing  the  fluoride 
content  when  the  Water  Board  are  able,  from  considerations  of  finance  and 
engineering,  to  give  effect  to  county  policy.  The  cost  will  be  borne  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority  not  by  the  Board. 

Some  parts  of  the  City,  and  the  contiguous  outskirts,  are  now  receiving 
underground  water  from  bores  in  the  rural  area ; in  order  (i  am  told)  to 
reduce  demands  on  our  treatment  works. 


MILK  SUPPLY 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  In  the  City  is  pasteurised.  Some  is  sterilised, 
a small  amount— is- ultra,  heat,  treated,  and  some  is  sold  in  the  raw  state. 

A table,  setting  out  the  results  of  routine  sampling  during  the  year,  is 
on  page  22  0f  this  Report. 

The  number  of  persons  and  establishments  licenced  to  sell  designated 
milks  is  68. 

Biological  examination  of  milk  and  of  cream  for  the  presence  of  living 
Tubercule  bacilli  and  Brucella  abortus  1 germs1,  is  carried  out,  on  our 
behalf,  at  the  Worcester  Public  Health  Laboratory.  During  1970,  sixty- two 
samples  were  submitted.  All  were  negative  for  these  two  organisms. 
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A national  campaign  is,  at  present,  in  progress  to  try  and  eradicate 
Brucellosis  from  dairy  herds.  The  response  from  milk  producers  is  said  to 
he  good* 


MUNICIPAL  ABATTOIR 

The  council- owned,  but  privately  operated  (by  a firm  of  wholesale 
butchers)  slaughter  house  is  the  sole  abattoir  in  the  City, 

Luring  the  year  under  review  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
was  92,534,  an  increase  of  16,108  on  the  1969  total. 

The  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  for  fitness  for  human 
consumption  is  carried  out  systematically  by  trained  members  of  the  Health 
Department  staff  who  are  either  full-time  Meat  Inspectors,  or  who  are 
Public  Health  Inspectors  undertaking  this  duty  on  a part-time  basis.  The 
quantity  of  meat  condemned  in  1970,  as  in  previous  years,  is  huge.  The

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

: Circular  l/71  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
instructed  me  to  report  on  the  inspection  of  poultry.  The ; intention ris 
to  ascertain  how  much  supervision  those  authorities  are  able  to  exercise, 
in  whose  areas  poultry  neat  for  human  consumption  is  prepared  for  sale 
in  large  quantities. 
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When  one  considers  the  enormous  through-put  in  the  Hereford  factory 
(over  14  millions  of  birds  in  1970)  it  would,  quite  clearly,  be  impossible 
to  carry  out  thorough  inspection  unless  we  were  able  to  have  our  inspectors 
engaged  on  this  work  full-time*  This  is  manifestly  impossible* 

All  that  can  be  achieved  is  to  co-operate  closely  with  the  staff  of 
the  factory,  and  to  assist  them  in  the  checks  they  maintain  to  ensure  that 
no  diseased  or  emaciated  carcases  are  permitted  to  pass  through  the  pre- 
paration or  packing  sections.  I have  watched  this  continuous  inspection  by 
quality  control  staff  being  carried  out  and  I was  impressed  by  the 
thoroughness  and  efficiency.  It  is,  of  course,  in  the  interests  of  good 
business,  as  well  as  of  public  health,  to  maintain  as  high  a standard  in 
the  finished  product  as  is  possible.  The  statistics  are  set  out  on  page  24. 

The  tables  that  are  published  in  this  Report  annually  on  the  CAUSES 
OP  CONDEMNATION  OP  CARCASES,  on  condemnation  on  account  of  TUBERCULOSIS 
and  CYSTICERCUS  BOVIS,  and  on  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTED  and  SURRENDERED  are  in 
the  section  for  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  Also  set  out 
in  that  section  is  the  table,  required  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security,  on  the  numbers  of  premises  in  the  City  devoted  to  each 
section  of  the  food  trade,  from  bakers  to  ice-cream  manufacturers,  and  fish 
friers.  . ; . 


ICE-CREAM  - Supervision  and  control  of  manufacture  and  sale 

Ice-cream  is  a very  important  food  because  of  the  large  quantities 
consumed  by  the  public,  particularly  during  the  summer  months;  and  because 
it  is  being  used  increasingly,  as  an  item  on  the  menu,  in  restaurants  and 
hotels,  for  lunch  or  dinner.  Its  potentialities  for  conveying  disease 
germs  from  carriers  to  consumers  has  been  well  demonstrated  during  past 
years  in  different  parts  of  the  country  by  outbreaks  of  salmonella  and 
other  bowel  infections.  As  most  of  the  production  side  of  the  trade  is  in 
the  hands  of  large  manufacturers  who  are  able  to  maintain  high  standards 
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of  hygiene,  the  risk  of  disease-spread  is  correspondingly  reduced;  as  it 
is  also  by  the  trend  to  retail  sale  in  a pre-packed  form* 

In  our  City  in  1970  there  were  ten  persons  and  premises  registered 
for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream;  and  199  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 
Bacteriological  analysis  of  27  samples  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
was  carried  out,  and  the  results  were,  in  the  main,  good.  Eight  samples 
were  deemed  to  be  unsatisfactory  - the  reason  being  a reduction  in  keeping* 
quality*,  because  the  temperature  at  which  the  ice-cream  had’ been  kept 
had  been  allowed  to  rise,  either  accidently  or  inadvertently;  or  because 
of  inefficient  cleansing  of  utensils. 


CONTRAVENTION  OP  REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  POODS 

Because  the  Health  Committee  are,  in  a very  real  and  practical  sense, 
the  guardians  of  the  public  in  anything  connected  with  the  purity  and  safety 
of  food  and  drink  (as  well  as  with  many  other  things  within  the  wide  sphere 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City)  it  is  not  surprising  that  a very 
serious  view  is  taken  by  members  when  any  contraventions  of  food  hygiene 
regulations  come  to  light.  Those  in  default  are,  whenever  the  evidence 
warrants  it,  either  warned  or  prosecuted.  During  1970,  four  persons  or 
firms  were  warned  and  five  were  prosecuted  for  offences  such  as  selling  milk 
in  dirty  bottles;  selling  foods  affected  by  mould  growth;  or  having  foreign 
bodies  within  them,  or  in  the  container. 


PESTS  - prevention  of  damage  by  and  control  of 

A full-time  trained  Pest  Officer  is  employed  by  the  Health  Committee, 
The  damage  that  pests,  such  as  rats  and  mice,  can  cause,  and,  indeed,  used 
to  cause,  is  very  considerable,  both  in  terms  of  quantity  destroyed,  or 
rendered  unusable  in  the  case  of  foods,  or  in  the  financial  loss  that  the 
damage  gives  rise  to,  A valuable  public  service  is,  therefore,  carried  out 
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by  our  Pest  Officer.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  21  that  this 
work  was  maintained  during  the  year.  The  proximity  of  areas  in  which 
warfarin-resistant  rodents  are  breeding  must  mean  that  our  preventative 
measures  cannot  yet  be  relaxed* 


POOD  AND  DRINK  SUBMITTED  FOR  CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS 

Analyses  of  a wide  variety  of  food  and  drink  to  determine  whether  they 
were  genuine*  or  had  had  substances  added  that  were  not  on  the  permitted  list 
or  had  part  of  their  natural  substance  abstracted,  were  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Analyst  during  the  year.  A table  is  provided  on  page  26  that  reveals 
the  outcome  of  his  investigations.  Notes  on  the  unsatisfactory  samples  are 
also  included. 

Because  we  are  a Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  in  our  own  right,  and  the 
County  Council  likewise  for  the  whole  of  the  county  outside  the  City 
boundary,  and  because  much  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  in  food  and 
drink  within  the  City,  and  outside  it  in  a wide  area  of  the  centre  of  the 
county,  is  Hereford-based,  it  is  inevitable  that  duplication  of  testing 
occurs.  The  one  disadvantage  of  this  duplication  that  I see,  does  not  lie 
in  the  actual  sampling  but  in  the  fact  that,  though  we  bear  the  cost  of  all 
of  our  own  sampling  and  analysis,  we  also  pay  a substantial  proportion  of 
the  County  Council !s  costs. 


AIR  POLLUTION 

Continuous  testing  for  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  open  air  in  the 
City  was  maintained  during  1970  at  the  three  test  centres,  Messrs.  Henry 
Wiggin  and  Co;  the  Herefordshire  Public  Health  Laboratory,  County  Hospital; 
and  Hillside,  Ross  Road. 

The  average  levels  of  both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  our  City 
atmosphere  continued  to  be  low. 
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Particulars  of  our  findings  are  sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific 
Research.  They  use  then  for  building  up  a picture  of  air  pollution 
throughout  England  and  Wales. 


FACTORIES  ACT 

Tables  relating  to  the  FACTORIES  ACT  and  to  OUTWORKERS  are  set  out  in 
the  tables  section  of  the  Report. 

Nothing  worthy  of  special  mention  occurred  during  the  year. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACTS  : THE  TRADE  DESCRIPTIONS  ACT 

Visits  of  inspection  by  our  public  health  inspectorial  staff  were 
continued  during  the  year  to  safeguard  the  public  by  ensuring  that  notices 
indicative  of  the  country  of  origin  of  certain  goods  (e.g.  honey,  currants, 
certain  kinds  of  imported  meat)  are  exhibited  where  customers  can  see  them: 
and  that  the  public  are  not  misled  by  the  misdescription  of  goods,  services, 
accommodation  etc. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION 

Pail  closets  are  still  in  use  in  six  dwellings  that  are  situated  mainly 
in  the  rural  outskirts.  In  thirty-eight  instances  (4  less  than  in  1969)  two 
houses  share  one  water  closet,  while  six  dwellings  have  two  closets  between 
them.  Some  are  in  proposed  Clearance  Areas  and  the  rest  are  on  the  list 
for  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 


CARAVAN  SITES 


Our  four  large  licensed  caravan  sites  have  a total'  accommodation  for 
250  caravans*  The  two  small  ones  are  licensed  for  one  caravan  each. 
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Throughout  the  year  numerous  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the 
unlicensed  Wye-lands-  Caravan  Park  which  has  been  gradually  run-down  and 
partially  cleared  during  the  year. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  and  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  City  Surveyor  has  kindly  provided  the  following  comments  on  these 
two  services. 

"Work  has  been  proceeding  on  the  preparo.tion  of  contract  documents 
for  the  Sewage  Works  Extensions  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  contract 
will  be  out  to  tender  at  the  end  of  1971  . or  early  1972.  Negotiations  have 
proceeded  to  obtain  wayleaves  for  access  roads  and  for  routes  for  pumping 
mains.  Discussions  have  been  held  with  the  Wye. River  Authority,  and  the 
County  Planning  Authority  regarding  the  possibility  of  a bridge  crossing 
for  the  pipes  linking  the  new  site  and  the  existing  site  at  Eign. 

The  new  arrangements  under  which  a private  contractor  processes  and 
bales  salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  have. worked  very  well.  Otherwise 
collections  and  disposal  have  proceeded  without  change  except  for  the  . 
short  period  of  the  municipal  workers  strike.  With  the  co-operation  of 
many  people  a temporary  sack  collection  service  was  introduced,  which, 
although  far  from  ideal,  enabled  City  services  to  function  throughout  the 
strike  without  getting  into  the  serious  difficulties  experienced  by  some 
other  authorities." 

Under  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959?  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  required  to  submit  a report  each  year  to  the  Local  Authority 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  the  sanitary  administration,  the  vital 
statistics,  and  any  other  matters  upon  which  he  may  consider  it  desirable 
to  report.  That  duty  has  now  been  discharged  for  the  year  ended  December 
51st,  1970.
